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All  the -villages  are  sewered  and  there  only  remains  the 
scattered  parishes  that  cannot  be  sewered  e conomical ly . 
Septic  tanks  are  the  only  answer  in  these  cases  and  most 
farms  already  have  these.  Five  new  septic  tanks  were 

constructed  during  the  year. 


Constable  Burton  village  has  only  septic  tank  treatment 
An  amended  scheme  for  sewerage  and  disposal  works  has  been 
agreed  and  is  ready  for  submission  for  Ministry  approval. 


Leyburn  works  are  overloaded  and  if  housing  development 
is  to  continue  a  new  disposal  works  is  necessary*  A  site  is 
being  investigated  in  conjunction  with  the  Planning  Authority 
and  Rivers  Board*  The  Rivers  Board  have  classified  the  : 
discharge  from  the  storm  tanks  as  ’'unauthorised”  .  Credit  is 
due  to  the  outside  staff  in  repairing  and  maintaining  this 
overloaded,  outdated  Works  so  that,  to  everybody's  surprise, 
it  produces  a  satisfactory  effluent*

The  present  high  interest  rates  do  not  encourage  elected 
representatives  to  proceed  with  new  and  improved  sewerage 
schemes  despite  pressure  from  the  responsible  officials* 

During  the  year  the  sewerage  scheme  at  Hunt on  gave 
trouble  and  some  improvements  were  carried  out  adjoining 
Saw  Mill  House*  An  attempt  was  made  to  desilt  the  outfall 
sewer  but  this  was  not  entirely  successful* 

The  outfall  sewer  to  Spermithorne  Works  surcharges  and 
a  lock  and  lift  manhole  had  to  be  fitted  to  abate  the 
nuisance*  This,  however,  is  only  short  term  policy* 

I  he  Council  were  accused  of  po fluting  the  river  by 
discharging  from  Redmire  Works*  Investigations,  however, 
proved  that  the pollution  had  occurred  further  upstream* 

Ays garth  School,  Newton- le -Willows ,  connected  to  the 
sewer  on  the  2nd  November  1$)68  ,  following  condemnation  of

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  team  of  3  men  was  increased  to  4  towards  the  end  of 
the  year .  Difficulty  was  experienced  in  recruiting  labour. 

The  village  of  Arkleside  and  some  outlying  farms  were 
added  to  the  fortnightly  collection  system.  Only  Leyburn 
and  fliddieham  have  weekly  collections. 

The  average  daily  number  of  premises  from  which  refuse 
is  collected  is  now  over  300  and  there  is  an  ever-increasing 
number  of  properties  with  two  bins  each,  A  five  day  week 
is  in  operation.  It  is  becoming  more  difficult  to  wash  the 
vehicle  dorm  weekly  due  to  pressure  of  work,  A  local 
garage  now  does  the  greasing  and  servicing.  The  vehicle 
had  to  have  a  replacement  gear  box  and  an  engine  overhaul 
during  the  year. 

Refuse  disposal  is  at  three  tips  and  is  semi-controlled. 
An  outside  contractor  was  engaged  to  clear  up  two  of  the  tips 
and  the  third  is  to  be  done  next  year.  Difficulty  was 
experienced  in  the  disposal  of  dead  animals,  e,g,  cats  and 
dogs,  but  this  matter  was  satisfactorily  resolved.  In  one 
instance  a  dead  calf  and  three  dead  lambs  had  been  left  on 
the  t ip , 

Unauthorised  scrap  dealers  salvaging  on  the  tips  also 
became  a  problem  and  with  police  assistance  this  matter  was 
also  resolved. 

On  some  days  the  normal  three  loads  to  the  tip  has  now 
increased  to  four  and  these  are  levelled  and  left  tidy  after 
each  load.
